Service Line Warranty Program Providers

Review of County Meeting on Livestock Concerns

Adam Richins presented a copy of Millard County Ordinance 10-18-24 with some amendments
that they are proposing. The changes are for Confined Concentrated Animal Feeding Operation
(Confined CAFQ). After discussions, Delta City cited concerns of Prevailing Winds, Annexation
bounds, Water usage (draw) & discharge, allowing mitigation and buffer zones. The county will
be holding more public meetings before the amendments are voted on and passed.

Council Member Robert Banks MOVED to approve the Resolution 19-434; Amending the
Current Fiscal Year Budget. The motion was SECONDED by Council Member Bunker.
